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“Bits” and 
“York Shillings”

The word “bits” or “bitts” has become a recognized part of the English 
language in North America, especially in the form of “two bits” to signify 
a twenty-five-cent piece. Notwithstanding this, there seems to be very little 
known as to its origin or history. Even that recognized authority, the 
Century Dictionary, defines it as: 

“Any small coin: as, a fourpenny bit, a sixpenny bit. Specifi- 
cally the name of a small West Indian coin worth about 10 cents; 
also, in parts of the United States, of a silver coin formerly cur- 
rent ... of the value of 12^2 cents; now, chiefiy in the West, 
the sum of 12i/^ cents. ... A long bit, fifteen cents (Western 
U. S.) . . . a short bit, ten cents (Western U. S.). 

The use of the term “York Shilling” has ceased to exist, but in the 
Province of Ontario there are many of the older people who still remem- 
ber this term used for 12^2 cents. 

My experiences in British Columbia, in days long gone by, and some des- 
ultory numismatic reading, have given me what seems a clue to the use 
of the term “bits.” The use of the term “York Shilling” is quite apparent 
on an examination of the monetary history of the early part of the nine- 
teenth century. 

William Ridgeway, a learned author, in his book on “The Origin of 
Metallic Currency and Weight Standards,” says that “it is difficult to con- 
ceive any people, however primitive, employing two standards at the same 
time which are completely independent of each other,” but this is exactly 
what I found on my arrival in British Columbia from Nova Scotia in 1885. 

British Columbia and Nova Scotia were, and are, both portions of the 
Dominion of Canada. As in the United States, the Federal Government has 
control of the coinage and currency. Officially the coinage of the Dominion, 
as that of its Southern neighbor, is based on a dollar, made up of one 
hundred cents. Silver pieces are coined of 50 cents, 25 cents, 10 cents and 
5 cents, and we have copper or bronze cents. This last year the silver 
dollar has been coined and put into circulation. This currency had been 
the ordinary medium of exchange for small purchases in my old home, and 
I naturally expected it would be the same in my new one. 

But this was not the case. True, the people of British Columbia used 
the same silver tokens, with the exception of the five-cent piece. That, 
with the copper cent, was absolutely refused as money. One good old 
Western sneer at the East was to call it “the cent belt.” But when we 
came to fix the price of small articles our real currency was based on a 
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‘*bit,” or 12^ cents, an amount for which there was no Canadian coin, or 
combination of coins to meet. For instance, the price of each issue of the 
“Mainland Guardian” newspaper, then published twice a week in New 
Westminster, was 12i/^ cents or a “bit.” Goods in the stores were priced 
in “bits” — 12^ cents — or multiples thereof. Of course, when we used 
two bits, four bits or six bits, this was easy; but when we had to pay one 
bit, either alone or in addition to a larger amount, we had no coin to meet 
it. We met the difficulty in a peculiar way. If we wanted to buy a copy 
of the local newspaper, we handed over a ten cent piece, and this was 
accepted in full payment. This was called a “short bit.” If a twenty-five- 
cent piece was tendered, only ten cents in change was returned, making the 
price paid fifteen cents. This was called a “long” bit. This spectral 
currency, behind the real currency of the country, was, I understand, a 
legacy from the early miners, almost all of whom came from California to 
the gold fields of British Columbia in 18 58, and many later, and this means 
of meeting the emergency caused by counting in one currency and paying in 
another came with them. 

This curious condition of monetary affairs continued for many years. 
With the growth of the population of the Province and the large immigra- 
tion from Eastern Canada, Great Britain and elsewhere, it gradually died 
out. The five-cent piece came into use with the appearance of daily news- 
papers; the copper cents later with the department stores. But the terms 
“two bits,” “four bits” and “six bits” are still current in our daily speech. 

When I became interested in numismatics these old experiences came 
back to me and I wondered why this state of things had existed and what 
was the origin of that peculiar word “bits.” I have never found any book 
or article covering the matter — some students with more opportunities for 
research than I have had may have done so — so I gathered what information 
was available until I thought I was able to solve the problem, and here is 
the solution, or at least a step toward it. 

During the seventeenth and the eighteenth centuries there poured from 
the mints of Mexico and other Spanish colonies in America a vast issue 
of what were known as “dollars.” All the British Colonies in America, 
and only in a less degree other parts of the world, looked mainly to this 
source for what was known in those days as “hard money.” 

McMaster, in his “History of the United States,” Third Ed., Vol. 1, page 
22, says: 

“In every state there were at least two units of value; the 
English pound and the Spanish milled dollar” — But the Spanish 
milled dollar was also in general circulation, and was divided into 
shillings, Spanish bits or pistareens, Spanish half-bits or half- 
pistareens, coppers or pennies.” 

There was little, if any, silver or gold then produced in the British 
Colonies in America; but they, on the other hand, produced large quantities 
of the products of the forest, the farm and the sea. The West India Colonies 
produced sugar, and its secondary products therefrom, molasses and rum. 
So the old Colonies shipped large quantities of their various products to 
the Spanish Colonies, bringing back as their price the Spanish money to 
supply their local needs and to pay for such European imports as they 
required. 

Mexico did not fail them. From it came an inexhaustible supply of 
the precious metals, which, caught by the mints at Mexico City, Zacatecas 
and other cities, were converted into Spanish Mexican dollars and its 
parts, and were used over the whole world wherever commerce found its 
way. We find it in every American Colony, in Australia in its early days, 
in African Sierra Leone; and, at a time when the financial head of Great 
Britain — the Bank of England — needed currency, it did not deem it beneath 
its dignity to take these dollars, counter-stamp them with the head of the 
then reigning British King, and use them as English currency. 

The Spanish “dollar,” as it was called, was not on a decimal basis. It 
was merely a coin called by that name. Not until a later date was this 
applied by the United States to its currency. It was not until 178 2 that 
Robert Morris reported to Congress that the dollar should be coined on a 
basis of one hundred cents. It was not until 17 9 2 that Congress decreed

that the unit of currency should have that value. We, who have for so many 
years thought in terms of 100 cents being the same as one dollar, should 
not forget that such a ratio did not exist when the Spanish dollar was first 
coined in Mexico, or first used in the English Colonies as their money of 
account. 

The Spanish Dollar — the “piece-of-eight” we hear of in romances of the 
Spanish Maiii — was, in the minds of the people of the time, taken to consist 
of or to be equal in value to eight reales. Translated into the decimal ratio 
of a later day, one reale was necessarily the equivalent of twelve and a half 
cents. With the dollar itself there were coined its subdivisions of V 2 reale, 
1, 2 and 4 reales. 

In close proximity to this fiood of coined silver were the West India 
Islands. The settlements thereon were few, and the white population of 
such settlements few in number. They were scattered over a vast territory, 
with very limited means of communication with each other. 

The financial condition of most of them was more that of one of our 
village communities, than of what one means by a Province or State. They 
could not afford the expense of a coinage of their own, nor were their various 
political organizations so far developed as to make it possible to arrange for 
a common coinage. English money soon found its way back to the Mother 
Land to pay for imports therefrom, leaving the isolated Colonies with no 
circulating medium, especially for small purchases. One special coinage 
was made in England for some of the larger islands, but it did not seem to 
meet the necessities of the time, or else the people were so used to the 
Spanish dollar that they preferred it. People naturally follow the ways they 
are accustomed to and dislike change. 

It seems to have been easier for these people to obtain the dollar itself 
than to get the smaller pieces. Probably the Mexican mints only struck 
enough of these for their own local use. In any case, in the absence of 
small coins it early became the custom of the people of the West Indies to 
manufacture it for themselves by cutting the Spanish dollar into its equiva- 
lent parts. In order that each part should have the value of a reale, the 
dollar should have been divided into eight bits; but greed forbade, and 
they divided it into more, even into eleven parts, and claimed that each 
represented a reale. In the beginning this was done by private individuals, 
and later by Government authority to prevent imposition on the public. 

It is suggested that this improper subdivision was done in order to make 
the several parts more valuable in the Colony where the coin was cut, and 
so prevent the loss of small change by payments to other countries. It may 
be pointed out that it also increased the value of the dollar in the hands of 
the holder. In any case, what more natural than the application of the 
term “bit” or “bitts” to such a coin, and to link it up with the Spanish 
reale, later transmitted into 12 cents? It was a “bit” of a dollar. The 
name was apt. 

That tireless searcher of old printing — Douglas C. McMurtrie — in the 
American Book Collector for 1934, says that copies of an address by the 
Assembly of the Island of Jamaica to Governor Lawes, printed by R. 
Baldwin, of Kingston, in 1718, was sold to the public at the price of “one 
bit.” 

In Chalmer’s “Colonial Currency” (page 82) will be found a statute of 
the Island of Grenada, passed in 1787, which shows that this custom of 
subdividing the dollar had been in vogue for a long time and had originated 
with private individuals. Its quaint verbiage, as well as the light it sheds 
on the matter, makes it worthy of being reproduced in part: 

“Whereas by reason of the great scarcity of British Silver coin 
in this Colony, a certain foreign coin called a dollar, at a rate of 
8s. 3d. current money of Grenada [evidently Grenada had been so 
anxious to keep the coin in the Colony that they had given it this 
fictitious value — its true exchange value with British coin being 
4s. 2d.], and a certain piece of silver called a “Bitt” (being the 
eleventh part of a dollar marked with the letter “G”) at the rate 
of 9d., like current money, have for purposes of commerce and 
public convenience, been by general consent suffered to circulate 
and pass in payment; and whereas a practice hath lately prevailed 
amongst divers evil-disposed persons of cutting, for wicked gain’s 
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sake, dollars into a greater number of parts than eleven, and mark- 
ing each of such parts with a “G,” and then imposing the same on 
the public for a Bitt, and also of cutting, clipping, or filing such 
Bitts, as were originally equal in value to the eleventh part of a 
dollar, by which means the intrinsic average worth of the Bitt now 
circulating is diminshed nearly one-third.” 

The statute goes on to provide that no private person should thereafter 
cut dollars or stamps bits “with the letter G”; and that no one was to be 
obliged to receive more than one-fifth of a payment in bits, whether by 
tale or weight. 

This was soon followed by legislation in St. Vincent in 17 9 7 — in which it 
recites that: 

“Great Frauds have been practised under the pretense of Cutting 
Dollars into Halves and Quarters for the purpose of facilitating the 
circulating of small money.” 

and requiring the same to be stamped in the “three angles” and in the 
center in order to make it lawful currency. 

In this way the carving up of the Spanish Dollar went on. New fashions 
were invented from time to time. In some places the authorities took a 
piece out of the centre — either round, as in Prince Edward Island, Dominica 
and Australia, or heart-shaped, as in Martinique; some cut the coin into 
three pieces by horizontal cuts; some counterstamped the coin without 
cutting it at all, until to straighten out the various pieces which passed 
current in the West Indies is a most fascinating puzzle. But through it 
all there persisted the idea that when the dollar was properly separated into 
eight parts, each should be a reale or one-eighth of a dollar, i. e., 121/2 cents 
— one bit. 

This name for the reale, common in the Islands of the Spanish Main, 
passed to Central America or Mexico and up the West Coast to California. 
When gold was struck on the Fraser River the word came with Californian 
immigrants to British Columbia, and has remained in our local vocabulary 
ever since. 

So this story explains why, in those early days of the West, a spectral 
currency stood behind the official one. “Spectral” because it no longer 
existed, and the coins which it had represented were long since out of use; 
and also because such coins had been so long a part of the life of the 
Western World, and over such an extensive territory, that it took a long 
time to really die out after it had become actually dead and buried. 

The term ‘‘York Shilling” is also the Spanish reale under another name. 
As has been said, the Spanish dollar passed through the civilized world. 
But various Colonies gave it various values and called these “shillings.” 
England gave it a value of 4s. 2d., hence a shilling sterling, when the 
decimal system came into force, was 24% cents. In Nova Scotia the coin 
passed current as 5 shillings, hence, when the decimal system came in, the 
“Halifax Currency” pound was 20 shillings or 4 dollars, and this was used 
in practically all the British American Colonies now forming part of Canada. 
There does not seem to have been any law or regulation passed to this 
effect before 175 6; it seems to have been the practice of merchants, and 
was so accepted by the public. Massachusetts made the dollar equivalent to 
6s., and there are accounts existing between the two colonies, made out in 
dollars at 5s. for Nova Scotia with l/5th added for Boston. In 1756 it was 
formally approved by statute. 

New York fixed the value of the dollar at eight shillings, so that when 
the decimal systems came in, a shilling of that jurisdiction was only 12% 
cents or % of a Spanish dollar, or a ‘‘bit.” This New York money found 
its way north into Upper Canada, now the Province of Ontario, where it 
met the English shilling sterling of 24% cents, and the Halifax Currency 
shilling of 20 cents. Hence, it was specifically known as the “New York 
shilling,” or shortened to “York shilling.” A great many mistakenly connect 
it with the first capital of the Province, which was first called “York,” but 
later changed to Toronto. The word has now practically died out, but a 
few of the patriarchs still living will sometimes speak of a “York Shillin’.” 

Such is a part of the trail of the Spanish dollar in America before “cents” 
had been even invented.

Wildcat Banks and Currency 

Prei)ared by tlie Nebraska State Historical Society. 

Banking was not always legal in Nebraska. The first Territorial Legis- 
lature, 18 55, made banking a criminal offense. An extract from the criminal 
code reads: 

“If any person shall subscribe to or become a member of, or be in 
any way interested in any association or company formed for the pur- 
pose of issuing or putting into circulation any bill, check, ticket, cer- 
tificate, promissory note, or other paper of any bank to circulate as 
money in this territory, he shall be punished by imprisonment in the 
county jail not exceeding one year, or by a fine of not less than one 
thousand dollars.” 

However, charters were granted at the same session for insurance com- 
panies. The charter of the Western Exchange Fire and Marine Insurance 
Company allowed them “to receive deposits and issue certificates therefor.” 
This “insurance company” became the first bank issuing bank notes in the 
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form of certificates of deposit payable to the bearer. It later became the 
official depository of the Territorial Government. 

The Legislature of 1856 granted the demands for money by passing a 
series of special bank charters. Under these charters five men could start 
a bank. Each bank could begin business and issue currency when half of 
its initial stock was subscribed. The charters were for twenty-five years. 
The stockholders were declared individually liable to redeem the notes 
issued in gold or silver, and the various wildcat notes have the statement, 
“Stockholders personally liable,” prominently displayed. In practice, the 
banks began issuing notes as soon as half their stock was subscribed, often 
before a dollar of actual cash was put up for capital stock. 

These notes or bills were loaned to the people who wished to borrow 
money. Jlveryone borrowed money and everyone soon had plenty of this 
“wildcat” money. Everyone was a buyer. Town lots rose rapidly in 
price; business boomed. People seemed to be getting rich. More and more 
banks were started in order to make more money. Towns of only two or 
three log cabins had a bank. In one year over $400,000 of bank notes 
were issued in Nebraska. 

The Legislature of 18 56 granted charters to the Platte Valley Bank, 
Nebraska City; Bank of Florence; Fontanelle Bank, at Bellevue; Bank of 
Nebraska, at Omaha. In 1857 two more charters were granted, (over the 
Governor’s veto), one to the Bank of Tekamah, in Burt county, and the 
other to the De Soto Bank, in Washington county. Other banks, when 
their charter application was denied, operated without a charter. These 
banks, with the exception of the Platte Valley Bank, were organized by 
speculators from other States, who had no fear of Nebraska Territorial 
justice. 

The pioneers had a year of easy money and good times, ending with the 
panic of 1857 when the wildcat banks closed their doors. Aside from town 
lots and perhaps a shanty, a table, and a stove, there was no property or 
cash which the banks could use to redeem currency and pay depositors. 
The currency was worthless. 

Some of the bills were saved and now have considerable historical and 
numismatic value. These early bills may be seen in the Byron Reed collec- 
tion at the Omaha Public Library and at the Nebraska State Historical 
Society Museum at the Capitol, Lincoln. 

The Society has photostats, photograps and actual bills of the following: 

Fontanelle Bank of Bellevue, $10 and $2 bills; Bank of Florence, $5, $2, 
and $1; Bank of Nebraska, of Omaha, $1; Platte Valley Bank, of Nebraska 
City, $1; Nemaha Valley Bank, $1, $2, and $5; Waubeek Bank of De Soto, 
$2 and $5; the Bank of Tekamah, $5, $1; and Brownville Bank and Land 
Company, of Omaha, $5. . 

These bills have from two to ten pictures on each bill: Indians, pilgrims, 
steamboats, trains, settlers, frontiersman, buffalo. Liberty, Justice, various 
historical statesmen, such as Washington and Jefferson, and many other 
pictures and designs are engraved. ^ 

The bills were made by Danforth, Wright and Co., New York and Phila- 
delphia; Toppan, Carpenter and Co., New York and Philadelphia; American 
Bank Note Co., New York; and (as near as it can be made out) Baldwin, 
Baid, and Umsland, New York. 

Prints of any of the bills of the society are obtainable. 


GUEAT BRITAIN AWAITS THE NEW KING’S COINAIiE. 

King Edward’s consultations with the Deputy Mint Master are an intima- 
tion to his subjects that in the near future there will be coins in circulation 
bearing the new sovereign’s effigy. For the older generation there is dis- 
appointment in the realization that there will be no free circulation of gold 
coins bearing the medallion of Edward VHI. In fact, there are some who 
are ready to prophesy that they will not live to see the day when there will 
be again, as before the war, the free circulation of the yellow metal. It 
seems certain, nevertheless, that a limited number of gold pieces bearing the 
King’s medallion will be struck, for it has been the practice ever since the 
reign of Henry III to do so. As for millions of the younger generation, 
there is no grief over the prospect of no glittering sovereigns, as they only 
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know by hearsay anyway how bank cashiers in prewar days ladled them out 
to customers on small brass shovels, and how those who had them carried 
them about in purses equipped with niches into which sovereigns and half- 
sovereigns could be slipped. Occasionally a sovereign has been come by as 
a result of a Christmas or birthday present, but the recipient could hardly 
be expected to regard the bright token with the same degree of sentimen- 
tality felt by the maturer donor, as the younger folk associate the word 
pound or sovereign with paper notes, or silver and copper coins which make 
its equivalent. 

It is believed that only a limited number of silver “cart-wheels” will be 
issued bearing the head of Edward VIII, as this five-shilling piece or crown, 
better known as a “dollar,” is no longer in general use. It is resented by 
most persons because of its size and by many thousands because of super- 
stitions that cling to it, the most important being the likelihood of losing a 
job through possession of a “cartwheel.” Counter-jumpers in small shops 
are almost as shy about accepting them in payment for goods as barmaids 
in pubs are in payment for refreshments served, as it is believed the loss of a 
job will ensue. According to some observant Britons this “firing” super- 
stition probably arose from the loss of a job for accepting a base or phoney 
“cartwheel.” Some of these tokens were struck by the mint last year in 
celebration of the silver jubilee of the late King George, but they interested 
numismatists more than others. 

A silver coin which has wide use in Scotland and Ireland, but is dis- 
tinctly unpopular in England, is the threepenny-bit. You will hear Cockney 
urchins call it “fruppeny-bit” or “frippeny-bit,” and their elders describe 
it as the “church joy,” because it finds its way into the collection plate so 
often when a silver collection is requested by the parson. Englishmen 
attribute its continued popular use in Scotland to the spirit of frugality 
which is still supposed to lie so near the heart of man north of the River 
Tweed, and certainly the “thruppeny-bit” will be encountered in city and 
village, low lands and high, in the northern kingdom, for it is to this part 
of the country that most of the circumscribed supply of these small silver 
tokens inevitably finds its way. The principal objection to it in England 
seems to be its diminutiveness and the resultant ease which it can be mis- 
placed or lost, especially when it wears to the thinness of paper. It has been 
suggested by some Britons who are not too happy about the designs of 
coins now in use here that radical changes should be made in the denomina- 
tions to be issued at the outset of the reign of Edward VIII. So far there 
has been no rush to support such views, though there might be some such 
expression of opinion later. There has been no suggestion, however, that 
the bronze penny, which is almost the size of a half-crown piece, should be 
smaller. Yet there are many visitors to these shores — and Americans in 
particular — who marvel at the dimensions of the English penny. But the 
Briton who resents the less than dime-like size of the threepenny-bit as 
unserviceable, applauds the heroic proportions of the bronze penny, con- 
tending that it is more easily handled than the American one-cent piece. 


KING EDWARD VIII PRESIDES AT MAUNDY C EREMONY. 

King Edward VIII gave to the world his personal endorsement of the 
movement to manifest some of the principles of the brotherhood of man 
in attending the Maundy Thursday ceremony at Westminster Abbey, at 
London, England, on April 9th. In England Holy Thursday is known as 
Maundy Thursday. It commemorates the day on which Christ and his 
disciples sat down together at the Last Supper. All the old British kings 
observed the tradition, washing the feet of as many poor men as there were 
years to his life, and then making them gifts of money, clothing and food. 
James II was the last British King to follow in detail the tradition. Since 
James II the only sovereign to attend until this year was King George V, 
who appeared in person at Westminster Abbey a few years ago. 

In the passing centuries the symbolism of the ceremony has almost been 
entirely lost. The inner meaning is particularly beautiful and extremely 
appropriate for the present day. Feet are the symbols of “Progressive 
Activity” and water the symbol of “Progressive Truth.” The word 
“Maundy,” it is thought, is derived from one of two sources. Maund was 
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an old Saxon word for a kind of basket in which gifts were carried to the 
poor on Holy Thursday during the purification rites of the people. It may 
also come from mandate or the Latin “dies manda’ti” for it was the day of 
Christ’s last mandate. 

The numismatist is, of course, interested in the ceremony because of the 
special silver coins that are issued each year for distribution at the ceremony. 
The coins this year again bear the bust of His Late Majesty King George V, 
as by royal proclamation King Edward VIH declared that in memory of his 
father he wished the ceremony to be carried out this year as if his father 
had been participating. For this reason, the number of poor people receiving 
the Maundy money amounted to 71 men and 71 women. His Late Majesty 
King George V was 71 years of age at the time of his death. 

Ordinarily 42 men and 42 women would have been chosen to receive the 
specially minted Maundy money. His Majesty King Edward VIH will be 42 
years of age on next June 23rd, and it has been customary for the number 
of recipients of each sex to correspond with the years of the age of the 
sovereign. Those who receive the Maundy gift must be more than sixty 
years of age. They are drawn from all parts of the country, and once a 
person has been put on the list by the Royal Almonry he or she usually 
remains on the list until death. This year each of the recipients were given 
seventy-one pence. The red and white purses containing the Maundy 
money were carried into the choir of Westminster Abbey on a golden salver, 
carried by yeoman of the King’s bodyguard, known picturesquely as the 
Beef-Eaters. 

In addition to the specially minted coins, King Edward handed 50 shillings 
to each man and 3 5 shillings to each woman, in lieu of the former gifts of 
clothing and provisions. The ceremony was a picturesque one and largely 
attended. The procession itself was led to the point where the distribution 
was made by boys of the Chapel’s Royal Choirs dressed in scarlet and gold 
uniforms. Next came the King, followed by the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
six children of the Royal Armory, with towels wrapped about their waist 
according to custom. Finally the Yeomen of the Guard carrying the 
Maundy gifts. The towels symbollized the washing by Christ of the feet 
of his twelve disciples. 

The King was most interested in the ceremony, which he had not pre- 
viously attended. Before entering the Abbey His Majesty was given a 
bouquet of spring fiowers, keeping up the ancient tradition that the principal 
participants should carry nosegays as a reminder of the plague of London. 

For next year’s ceremony the Maundy coins will be changed to a type to 
carry the likeness of King Edward VHI on their obverse. J. D. F. 


OTHER SERIES OF COINS liEING NEGLECTED. 

Reading the latest issue of The Numismatist tempts me to have my say 
on commemorative coins after so many have spoken. More than a year 
ago I privately predicted the present situation on these coins. I regretted 
that so few collectors supported the bill that would eliminate these coins 
fyom our system. Many of our good members and some clubs thought that 
they could save the situation by remedial legislation, and consequently they 
opposed the measure which would have prevented the wholesale racketeer- 
ing of the past year. Regardless of printed statements, it must be apparent 
to many that the method of operation by the commissions handling these 
coins is open to question. 

Despite the efforts of the A. N. A. Legislative Committee, there will be 
little chance to prevent unfairness. At the most there is some hope of 
preventing the branch mint issues. There is no possibility that the Coinage 
Committee can say which town may issue and which may not So we can 
expect from five to ten issues a year anyway. 

Numismatics in this country is largely devoted to the purchase of coins 
issued for collectors only. All other worth-while series are being neglected 
for this fad, which like all other fads, must eventually break, and so doing, 
will likely take out as many collectors and members as it has brought in to 
our fraternity.

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Commemorative Coins 

During April the three most important developments in the commemora- 
tive situation were: 

First — The willingness of President Roosevelt to sign bills authorizing 
commemorative coins, despite his letter last summer to Senator Fletcher in 
which he advocated substituting medals for coins for commemorative pur- 
poses. 

Second — The insertion of a clause in some of the bills recently introduced 
to the effect that “no coins shall be issued after the expiration of one year 
from the date of the enactment of this act.” 

Third — The insertion of a clause in some of the bills that the entire issue 
of coins authorized must be struck at one mint. 

The insertion of the clause referred to would compel the commission for 
which a particular coin is issued to take from the mint the entire issue 
(or so much of it as they desire) within one year, and if not taken in its 
entirety within the year the issue of the coin would cease. This provision 
is in line with the bill recently prepared by L. W. Hoffecker, which would 
prohibit, after 19 3 6, the further issue of certain coins for which a large 
number were originally authorized and which have not as yet all been coined. 

The clause that all issues of commemorative coins must be struck at only 
one mint is also in line with Mr. Hoffecker’s suggestion before the Senate 
Committee on Banking and Currency. 

Bills authorizing several additional coins have been introduced, as follows: 

A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the seventy- 
fifth anniversary of the Battle of Antietam. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That in commemoration of the 
seventy-fifth anniversary of the Battle of Antietam there shall be coined at a 
mint of the United States to be designated by the Director of the Mint 
not to exceed five thousand silver 50-cent pieces of standard size, weight, 
and composition and of a special appropriate single design to be fixed by 
the Director of the Mint, with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
but the United States shall not be subject to the expense of making the 
necessary dies and other preparations for this coinage. 

Sec. 2. The coins herein authorized shall bear the date 19 37, irrespective 
of the year in which they are minted or issued, shall be legal tender in any 
payment to the amount of their face value, and shall be issued only upon 
the request of the Washington County Historical Society of Hagerstown, 
Maryland, upon payment by it of the par value of such coins, but not less 
than five thousand such coins shall be issued to it at any one time and no 
such coins shall be issued after the expiration of one year after the date 
of enactment of this Act. Such coins may be disposed of at par or at a 
premium by such Washington County Historical Society of Hagerstown, 
Maryland, and the net proceeds shall be used by it in defraying the expenses 
incidental and appropriate to the commemoration of such event. 

Sec. 3. All laws now in force relating to the subsidiary silver coins of 
the United States and the coining or striking of the same, regulating and 
guarding the process of coinage, providing for the purchase of material, and 
for the transportation, distribution, and redemption of coins, for the pre- 
vention of debasement or counterfeiting, for the security of the coins, or 
for any other purposes, whether such laws are penal or otherwise, shall, 
so far as applicable, apply to the coinage herein authorized. 


A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in commemoration of the one 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the issuance of the charter to the 
city of Lynchburg, Virginia. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled. That in commemoration of the one 
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hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the issuance of the charter to the city 
of Lynchburg, Virginia, there shall be coined at a mint of the United States 
to be designated by the Director of the Mint not to exceed ten thousand 
silver 50-cent pieces of standard size, weight, and composition and of a 
special appropriate single design to be fixed by the Director of the Mint, with 
the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, but the United States shall 
not be subject to the expense of making the necessary dies and other prepa- 
rations for this coinage. 

Sec. 2. The coins herein authorized shall bear the date 193 6, irrespective 
of the year in which they are minted or issued, shall be legal tender in any 
payment to the amount of their face value, and shall be issued only upon 
the request of the Lynchburg Sesqui-Centennial Association upon payment 
by it of the par value of such coins, but not less than five thousand such 
coins shall be issued to it at any one time and no such coins shall be issued 
after the expiration of one year after the date of enactment of this Act. 
Such coins may be disposed of at par or at a premium by such association, 
and the net proceeds shall be used by it in defraying the expenses incidental 
and appropriate to the commemoration of such event. 

Sec. 3. All laws now in force relating to the subsidiary silver coins of the 
United States and the coining or striking of the same, regulating and guard- 
ing the process of coinage, providing for the purchase of material, and for 
the transportation, distribution, and redemption of coins, for the prevention 
of debasement or counterfeiting, for the security of the coins, or for any 
other purposes, whether such laws are penal or otherwise, shall, so far as 
applicable, apply to the coinage herein authorized. 


A BILL 

To authorize the coinage of 50-cent pieces in celebration of the opening of 
the San Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United 
State of America in Congress assembled. That in celebration of the opening 
of the San Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge there shall be coined at a mint of 
the United States to be designated by the Director of the Mint not to exceed 
two hundred thousand silver 5 0-cent pieces of standard size, weight, and 
composition and of a special appropriate single design to be fixed by the 
Director of the Mint, with the approval of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
but the United States shall not be subject to the expense of making the 
necessary dies and other preparations for this coinage. 

Sec. 2. The coins herein authorized shall bear the date 1936, irrespective 
of the year in which they are minted or issued, shall be legal tender in any 
payment to the amount of their face value, and shall be issued only upon 
the request of the San Francisco Clearing House Association, upon payment 
by it of the par value of such coins, but not less than five thousand such 
coins shall be issued to it at any one time and no such coins shall be issued 
after the expiration of one year after the date of enactment of this Act. 
Such coins may be disposed of at par or at a premium by such association 
and the net proceeds shall be used by it in defraying the expenses incidental 
and appropriate to the celebration of such event. 

Sec. 3. All laws now in force relating to the subsidiary silver coins of the 
United States and the coining or striking of the same, regulating and guard- 
ing the process of coinage, providing for the purchase of material, and for 
the transportation, distribution, and redemption of coins, for the prevention 
of debasement or counterfeiting, for the security of the coins, or for any 
other purposes, whether such laws are penal or otherwise, shall, so far as 
applicable, apply to thecoinage herein authorizd. 


A bill has been introduced in the House authorizing three different re- 
verses to be used on the reverse of the present Arkansas half dollar. 


The bill authorizing the half dollar for New Rochelle, N. Y., has been 
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entirely rewritten and passed the House on March 16. As rewritten it 
provides that “there shall be coined at a mint of the United States to be 
designated by the Director of the Mint not to exceed 25,000 silver 50-cent 
pieces/’ It also provides that “no such coins shall be issued after the 
expiration of one year after the date of enactment of this act.” The bill is 
also reported to have passed the Senate. 


We have received from the Cincinnati Musical Center Commemorative 
Coin Association the following details of the coins which will be struck for it: 

“The bill has passed both the Senate and House and was signed by 
President Roosevelt on April 1. The design for the coin has been made by 
Miss Constance Ortmayer, an artist and sculptress of Washington, D. C., 
who has a national reputation. The obverse shows the head of Stephen 
Foster, who, as you know, wrote such outstanding ballads as “Suwanee 
River,’ ‘My Old Kentucky Home,’ ‘Oh, Suzanna,’ ‘Nellie Was a Lady,’ and 
many others. 

“There are many details to be arranged before the coins will be issued. 
It takes almost a month to cut the master die. The coins will be struck at 
the Philadelphia, Denver and San Francisco mints. As the issue is limited, 
and quite a quantity will have to be reserved for the musical enthusiasts 
all over the country, the number for numismatists will be exceedingly 
limited. We believe, however, there will be enough to go around.’’ 


CANADA’S 19;{« DOLLAR. 

I enclose one of the new Canadian dollars. You will notice that the 
obverse shows the bust of the regular coinage series rather than that used 
on the “Jubilee’ dollar. The legend is also of the regular issue. The reverse 



is the same as on the “Jubilee’ dollar, with the exception of the change of 
the date to 1936. It is understood that the issue will be somewhat limited 
on account of the death of His Late Majesty.

THE PSYCHOLOGY OF COLLECTING. 

The shortage of certain commemorative coins and the frantic efforts of 
many collectors to complete their sets present a problem that commands 
the serious attention of the collector and dealer alike. The problem has 
nothing to do with limited issues, but, rather, is one of understanding the 
psychology of collecting. 

The new collector, happily, changes for the better as he advances in his 
activities. At first he operates in a very limited field and exhibits the 
traits of a faddist. Unless he advances to broader fields he will soon be- 
come discouraged, especially when he learns that he cannot carry his aims 
to completion. The seasoned collector is intrigued by the many phases of 
the problem in hand and realizes that he may never complete the series in 
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which he is interested. In this thought he does not become discouraged, 
but continues his studies with greater zeal and finds a large measure of 
satisfaction in securing an important coin now and then. 

The commemoratives, because of the few issues extant, form an ideal 
series for the beginner. The recent limited issues develop discipline and 
discourage the faddist. This in the long run will be for the good of numis- 
matics. In the meantime, the real student will apply himself to his studies 
and, by reading the articles and papers in the first pages of The Numis- 
matist, many interesting branches of the science will be opened to him. 
When a field that intrigues is found, there will be no difficulty in finding 
a dealer who will gladly give assistance.

WANTS LIST OF BUYKHS OF BOONK RAHITIES. 

Once again we have been played for “suckers” by the Daniel Boone dis- 
tributor, and these coins are now smelling to high heaven with the disgust- 
ing odor of the 5000 each of the D and S mint 19 3 6 issues advertised in 
The Numismatist for March, 19 3 6. I had my own idea of how things were 
being managed when I received a refund of my remittance for the 193 4-3 5 
D and S items, but as I had to admit I was a few days late in sending in 
my “subscription” on these, I sent in my request and money order for the 
193 6 issues on the day my Numismatist arrived, only to receive my money 
order back in the original envelope in which it was sent, with the notation 
“sold out.” 

I notice from several other letters appearing in The Numismatist that 
many others are deeply considering the profiteering and rank favoritism 
being shown by several distributors of commemorative coins lately, and I 
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agree with Mr. Ferrari’s expression in the March number that “the organi- 
zation should find ways and means to save the little collector from the 
scalpers.” If these “subscriptions” could be limited to bona-fide collectors 
and dealers and a maximum number of coins to each purchaser advertised 
and adhered to, it might help, but a great many of us would be highly in- 
terested in seeing the subscription lists of these Boone limited D and S 
mint items in order to find out who were the favored purchasers, for it is 
utterly incomprehensible how any issue of 5000 coins could be legitimately 
“sold out” within a few days of advertisement. 

Personally, I know of many collectors who are going to boycott all such 
issues hereafter, and it is my opinion that our Association should take a 
very decided stand in the matter at the next convention.

President of the United States; Melvin W. Fuller, Chief Justice of the 
United States Supreme Court; Nathaniel Hawthorne, Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow, and Admiral Robert E. Peary, discoverer of the North Pole. 
Another was William Pitt Fessenden, who cast the deciding vote in the 
impeachment of President Andrew Johnson, preventing his conviction 
Fessenden was Secretary of the Treasury under Lincoln, and his picture 
appears on many old United States notes. 

The bill above is especially interesting in that Appleton Hall, immediately 
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to the right of the chapel and just above the carriage, was not erected until 
1843, seven years after the bill was issued, and the chapel, depicted in the 
center, was never built at all! The explanation is, of course, that the picture 
was copied from an architect’s sketch of the college as it was planned to 
appear later. 

I hope that this little story will interest some of you paper-money 
collectors. May I express my appreciation of the fine standard The 
Numismatist maintains? I used to read it some nine years ago; it is still 
better now. And may I say that I have been very courteously treated by 
every advertiser whom I have dealt with. All my best wishes for the 
continued high standards of the magazine.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO A. N. A. ( ONSTITUTTON. 

Members of the American Numismatic Association: 

In the April number of The Numismatist appeared a letter from me ad- 
vocating a change in Article 3, Section 2, of the Constitution. 

This letter was sent to all officers. District Secretaries, clubs, and asso- 
ciations affiliated with the A. N. A., so that a free and open discussion 
could be had upon the points involved. . ^ ^ ^ 

The situation at the present is that we have an executive body and a 
governing body, which leaves the way open for a conflict in authority. 
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which should not be. I now withdraw the amendment to the Constitution 
as proposed in the April issue of The Numismatist, and submit the follow- 
ing in its place: 

I propose to amend Article 3, Section 2, of the Constitution to read: 

“The Board of Governors shall consist of five members elected as such, 
one of which shall be the duly elected President as Chairman of the Board, 
the First Vice-President, and three other members.” 

Both the President and First Vice-President are dual nominations, and 
should be placed on the ballot as such. 

The composition of the Board as outlined in the amendment is an ideal 
body, homogeneous and capable of functioning without friction to the best 
interest of the A. N. A., and the ballots for the forthcoming election in 
August can be made to conform with the above amendment without any 
violation of our Charter, and the passage of the amendment as proposed 
makes it mandatory to follow the same procedure in the years to come.

BENJAMIN HEIJ). 

Benjamin Heid, of Washington, D. C., a member of the A. N. A. for many 
years, died on March 26 in Georgetown University Hospital after an illness 
of four weeks. He also had been a member of the Washington Numismatic 
Association since its organization. 

He had been in the jewelry business in Washington for 43 years. He was 
the son of the late Elias Heidenheimer, who founded the jewelry firm at 
1113 Seventh Street 78 years ago. Since the death of his father, he had 
carried on the business with his brothers, Isaac and Jacques Heidenheimer, 
and had moved the store to its present location from 1236 Pennsylvania 
Ave. N. W. two years ago. He was one of the outstanding numismatists 
and philatelists in Washington. He is survived by his two sons, Howard 
and Edwin, and a daughter, Mrs. Frances Levinson, of Chicago. 


FREDERICTv EUGENE MERRITT. 

Frederick Eugene Merritt, for many years a manufacturer of men’s hats, 
with offices in Philadelphia and Rochester, and later New York, died on 
April 17th at his home, 169 Columbia Heights, Brooklyn. 

Mr. Merritt spent the greater part of his early business life in Rochester, 
but in recent years resided in Brooklyn. He was one of the founders of the 
Rochester Museum of Arts and Sciences and a past President of the 
Rochester Numismatic Association. He was the possessor of a rare collec- 
tion of United States stamps and was a noted philatelist and numismatist, 
having appraised and given expert opinions on many of the largest coin and 
stamp collections in America and abroad, including the Morrisania collec- 
tion. His last civic duty was as a member of the special Duckman Grand 
Jury in Brooklyn. Born in 18 65, in Auburn, N. Y., he is survived by his 
widow, Mrs. Grace Barnicle Merritt, and his son Carl K. Merritt, of Brooklyn, 
and a daughter, Mrs. Ruth M. Wasser, of Williamsport, Pa., both children of 
a former marriage, and a sister Mrs. Lulu Schuler. 


GENERAL VON BAHRPELDT DEAD. 

General Max von Bahrfeldt, one of the commanders of the German Army 
m its march through Belgium in 1914, died in Halle, Germany, April 14. 
He was 80 years old. General von Bahrfeldt was sentenced to death in 
absentia by a Belgian court-martial for alleged atrocities in the Charleroi 
region. He was well known in numismatic circles throughout Europe. 
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During the World War, as commander of the Nineteenth Reserve Division, 
the Sixteenth Infantry Division and the Tenth Reserve Division, he led his 
troops through Belgium and fought in the Battle of the Marne and in the 
Winter campaign in the Champagne. He commanded various offensives 
in the Vosges and before Verdun. While a Belgian court-martial sentenced 
him to death in absentia for alleged atrocities, he was acquitted by the 
highest German court in Leipzig. As an authority on numismatics he wrote 
several books on this subject. 


REPORT OF LEGISLATIVE (’OMMITTEE ON COMMEMORATIVES. 

Mr. T. James Clarke, President, 

American Numismatic Association, 

Jamestown, New York. 

Dear Mr. Clarke: I wish to submit the following as my report on my 
trip to Washington. 

I stopped in New York to confer with Mr. Zerbe, who, owing to unavoid- 
able circumstances, was unable to go to Washington with me. Also stopped 
in Baltimore to talk with Mr. DufReld, then went on to Washington, where 
I was very cordially received by everyone I called on, especially by Con- 
gressman Somers, chairman of the Committee on Coinage, Weights and 
Measures, and Senator Adams, chairman of the sub-committee on commemo- 
rative fifty-cent coins. I interviewed several of the House Committee and 
also several members of the Committee on Banking and Currency in the 
Senate. 

On March 11th Mr. Adams called a meeting of his committee on com- 
memorative coins and asked me to appear before them. I telephoned 
Mr. DufReld and had him come down, and also asked Mr. Weikert, President 
of the Washington Numismatic Society, to meet with us. I have mailed 
you a copy of the record of the hearing before this committee, and the 
following is a copy of a bill which Congressman Somers very kindly offered 
to put through for us if I would have in drawn up. 

“A bill to limit the time during which commemorative coins authorized 
by Acts of Congress may be struck by the mint. 

Be it resolved. That on and after December 31st, 1936, all authorizations 
heretofore made by acts of Congress for minting commemorative coins shall 
terminate, and that thereafter all future authorizations for the minting of 
commemorative coins shall terminate on December 31st of the year in which 
said authorizations are made.” 

As soon as this bill is passed by the House the Senate will take it up, 
and I look for no opposition there, as it is along the line of what they 
think should be done in the way of curbing the abuses of the privilege of 
getting these coins. I made it clear to the authorities in Washington that 
the collectors themselves were in no way connected with the exploiting of 
these coins, but were being censored for the acts of a few speculators. 

I hope our efforts will meet with your approval.

NEW YORK NUMISMATIC CLUB — 327th regular meeting, March 13th, 
Edward T. Newell, president, presiding. Nineteen members and five guests 
were present. In the absence of the secretary, Moritz Wormser was ap- 
pointed secretary pro tern. 

President Newell then introduced the guest of honor and the speaker of 
the evening, Howard W. Ameli, United States District Attorney. Mr. Ameli 
gave a most interesting address on “Counterfeiting of United States Paper 
Currency.” 

The next order of business was exhibition of numismatic material, accom- 
panied in several cases by interesting remarks. Exhibits were as follows: 

Julius Guttag: A large number of proofs of broken bank bills of New York 
State; a big assortment of mis-struck coins; commemorative half dollars; 
Maryland, Monroe Doctrine, Lincoln, Alabama 2x2; Foreign pieces, Peru 
and Philippine silver, Mexican nickel, Portugal silver, copper, English 
farthing, Spanish copper, Palestine silver, French copper, Belgium copper. 

M. Wormser: Medal upon 500th anniversary of Grand Duke Vytautas of 
Lithuania, by Peter Rimsha, of Lithuania, at present visiting New York. 

W. C. Blaisdell: 1804 half cent showing two faces, and copy of Popular 
Science for February describing the Gibbs collection. 

S. Mosher: A selection of suspicious ancient coins. 

J. Barnet: A collection of beautiful early $5 gold pieces of 1800 to 1813. 

W. Arthur: Several freak coins. 

D. M. Bullowa: Several freak coins. 

O. T. Sghia: Five interesting tokens. 

Harry Stein: Tokens used in the Tombs Prison. 

R. Holzman: Bronze medal upon the founding of Whitall, Tatum Co. 

Geo. H. Blake: 19 21 dollar with crystalization ; a half dollar one side 
genuine and one side counterfeit. 

Mr. Wolff: A complete set of the issues of notes by Gen. Chinese Gordon for 
Khartoum which had recently been discovered by the Egyptian Government 
and sold through Spink & Son, with their guaranty as to genuineness. Mr. 
Wolff accompanied his exhibit with remarks telling of the difficulties he had 
in getting these notes into the country, as the customs officers believed they 
might be sweepstakes tickets. He also showed a French Medal struck for 
President Roosevelt, and two Confederate half dollar restrikes. 

Mr. Barry told a story of how the cancellations of stamps frequently were 
washed off and then the stamps resold as new. 

Howland Wood exhibited a set of the Rhode Island half dollars. 

H. C. Hines exhibited some early freak cents in beautiful condition, and 
as he is a rather rare visitor to our meetings he told some reminiscences of 
his collecting activities. 

The publication committee submitted its report as follows: 

“Proposals to Congress for commemorative coins continue to increase. 
Those added to the list during the month are half dollars for the 300th 
anniversary of the first settlement of Long Island, N. Y.; the 50th anni- 
versary of the founding of Wilkinsburg, Pa. and the 75th anniversary of 
the Battle of Gettysburg. 

“The New York Sun, in a critical editorial Feb. 28th, refers to the 
Wilkinsburg, Pa., coin proposal as that “which may actually be intended as a 
bill to end all special coins and stamps.” Wilkinsburg, suburban to Pitts- 
burg, according to the Sun, has a population of 30,000, and as only 25,000 
coins are requested, it asks “why the entire population was not taken into 
account when the bill was drafted?” 

“The venerable collector Nehemiah Vreeland, of Paterson, N. J., known 
to many of us, celebrated his eightieth birthday recently by exhibiting selec- 
tions from his collection and addressing the Rotary Club of Paterson, of 
which his son, Frederick J., is president. 

“The United Press, in a good story recently, dwelt upon the infiation in 
Lobi, a French possession in equitorial Africa, and efforts to force it off 
the cowrie-shell standard. Other press reports state: Cuba will withdraw 
ten million silver pesos from circulation to cover an issue of a like amount 
in paper pesos. Our Government reports the recent seizing of $33 8,000 in 
hoarded gold and claims about $279,000,000 in gold coin “still in circula- 
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tion.” Atlantic City, N. J., has again resorted to scrip, $60,000 of it, for 
part of its municipal pay roll. 

“Chas. T. Tatman, A. N. A. member No. 2, one of its organizers and its 
first Secretary, was a social visitor to New York during the month. Mr. 
Tatman, hale, hearty and sociable, has long been a practicing attorney in 
Worcester, Mass. He continues his early collecting interest, but states his 
legal and political activities have for many years eliminated time for his 
old hobby and the associated fraternalism.” 

The executive committee recommended as topic for the next meeting, 
“Means of Transportation in Numismatics.” 

Under the head of new business it was voted to adopt this as the topic 
for the next meeting. 

Mr. Wolff, as guest, was again called upon to make some further remarks 
and told some of his experiences as a stamp collector on a large scale. 

Miss Dorothy Mosher was also called on as guest. She explained it was 
nothing unusual for her to attend meetings of the coin fraternity, but con- 
sidered the evening pretty much of a failure as a ladies’ night, as she was 
the only member of her sex present. 

The application of Stuart Mosher was voted upon. He was unanimously 
elected to membership.

The bill authorizing 25,000 half dollars to commemo- 
rate the 150th anniversary of the founding of Columbia as the capital of 
South Carolina, was approved by the President, March 18th. This en- 
courages hopes for future commemorative coins regarding which there was 
some douht due to the Treasury Department’s recommendation last year 
that the authorizing of special coins be discontinued and in their stead 
special medals be authorized to be struck by the mint. Objection in the 
House has delayed a bill authorizing change of design for the reverse, five 
varieties, of the Texas half dollar. San Diego has asked for coins with 1936 
date. Arkansas has also asked a change of design, three varieties, of 
reverse, for a continuation of its authorized half dollars. Oregon Trail 
193 6’s of different mints are expected. With the probability of mint marks 
of such coins as may be authorized, varieties in plenty are in sight. Benja- 
min Heid, long-time A. N. A. member and favorably known by many collec- 
tors, died at his home in Washington, D. C. recently, at the age of 65. 

The suggestion of the executive committee for the May meeting, “Indian 
Peace Medals, Tokens and other Numismatic items relative to the American 
Indian, not including Civil War Tokens,’’ was accepted.

A. N. A. (CONVENTION, MINNEAPOIAS, MINN., AUG. 22 TO 27. 
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YUGOSLAV BANK OFFICIALS HELD FOR MINT SWINDLE. 

A dispatch from Belgrade to the Hungarian newspaper “Magyarorszag’' 
reported the arrest of the owner, director and several officials of the Bosko- 
vich Bank on charges of swindling the Yugoslav Government of huge sums 
by issuing unauthorized fifty-dinar coins. (The dinar is quoted in foreign 
exchange at 2.3 cents). 

The Boskovich Bank is the chief proprietor of the Kovnica Company, 
which has an exclusive government franchise to mint the nation’s small 
coins, and according to the dispatch, has been producing additional fifty- 
dinar pieces on its own account. The unauthorized coins are identical with 
those ordered by the Government and have the same bullion value. But the 
cost of producing one fifty-dinar coin is only twelve dinars, so that the mint 
profited thirty-eight dinars on each unauthorized coin. 

The dispatch said that many persons holding prominent positions in 
Yugoslav financial and economic life were believed implicated, and that 
more arrests were expected. — New York Tribune.
